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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The IDS filed 
5-9-2007 and the IDS filed 6-7-2007 have been reviewed. The prior art of record does 
not teach or suggest all of the limitations of the allowed claims and there is not 
motivation for the combination of the references which would result in all of the 
limitations of the allowed claim, especially the supplying an oxidizing gas before 
deposition of a monoatomic film, depositing a monoatomic film of a metal, and then 
depositing a metal oxide film by using a CVD technique. Derderian et al (US 
6,458,416B1) discloses the step of supplying an oxidizing gas before depositing a metal 
using a metal source which does not include oxygen; however, Derderian et al does not 
teach or suggest that the subsequent step is a CVD technique. Derderian et al 
discloses that the steps may apply to CVD(col. 2, lines 25-26), but also points out the 
differences between ALD and CVD(col. 4,lines 28-38). In addition, Derderian et al 
discloses other initiation precursors(col. 6, lines 40-45) which may be chosen rather 
than an oxidant. Ravi(EP1 205574) discloses a variety of precursors, and does not 
teach exposure to an oxidant before the first monolayer is deposited.
